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The following discussion of the judgment is presented as an unofficial opinion by a member of the jury 
especially delegated for this purpose. Although the Committee on Education hopes that this informal dis- 
cussion will prove of value to the students, it cannot be interpreted as the collective opinion of the jury. 


DEPARTMENT OF SCULPTURE 
Program | 
““AN OVERMANTEL” 


The first Sculptural problem of the school year 1930-31 was judged on Monday evening, October 
20th, by a jury of fifteen consisting of eleven sculptors and four architects. 

Fifty-four models were submitted, of which fourteen obtained Second Mentions and four First 
Mentions. 

The program called for an over-mantel carved in stone in the living room of a country house. The 
program specified that this panel should be in low relief with an ornamental border or frame. 

In general the sketches indicated on the part of the students a fair idea of the requirements of the 
problem as to design. Several of them seemed lamentably deficient in a conception of this design as some- 
thing to be rendered in low relief in stone, some of them might have been rendered in pen and ink or 
crayon quite as effectively as in clay and the conception of the problem on the part of others seemed rather 
that of sculptural work appliqued on a flat background than a sculptural unit modeled, to be sure in low 
relief, but still in sculptural relief. These faults of conception, added to the fact that many of the designers 
exaggerated the pictorial quality in their work rather than the decorative quality, account for the large 
number of designs which received no credit on the part of the jury. 

The four designs receiving First Mention represented three distinct types of sculptural relief. Two 
were distinctly plastic in form, the objects represented merging into the background and becoming, to a 
certain extent, a part of it. One showed an exceedingly crisp delineation of those objects against the back- 
ground and one in a manner savoring of Assyrian and Chinese character, namely an excessively delicate 
delineation of the forms and details lying within the main silhouette of the figures with a distinct square 
sinkage between the modeled surface of the figures and the background. 

It was of interest to the jury to discover after the judgment that the authors of the four premiated 
designs were all ex-students of the Institute’s class in Sculptural Ornament and the entire result of this 
judgment tends to emphasize the importance of this phase of the sculptor’s education. 

But few of the designs submitted gave adequate expression to the program requirement of an orna- 
mental border and it seems rather surprising that, in view of the dimensions of the panel in which the 
width was more than double the height, not a single one of the designs gave particular emphasis to the vertical 
borders which terminated the horizontal movement of the panels as compared with the horizontal borders 
which merely served to complete the framing of the composition.

“A DRAWBRIDGE OF MEDIAEVAL TIMES 


During the mediaeval ages there existed in England 
a number of smaller kingdoms that were constantly at 
war with each other, and the greatest protection was 
exercised in the fortification of their garrisons. ‘hese 
were generally surrounded by a moat, a high wall of 
masonry crowned with battlements, etc. The only access 
was by a bridge (which could be raised or lowered at 
will) and through a gatehouse immediately adjacent 
thereto opening directly onto a courtyard. The gate- 
house was well guarded with observation posts on top, 
machicolation and crenellations. Such castles as these 
are to be found in Monmouthshire, Sussex, Kent and 
various other places in England. 

The problem consists of a drawbridge and a gate- 
house of the Norman period of about the XIth or 
XIIth Century, the height of which shall not exceed 
100 feet and the width or depth shall be not greater 
than 60 feet. The width of the moat must be at least 
30 feet.

INTERIOR DESIGN I 
“CHOIR STALLS FOR A CATHEDRAL” 


Choir stalls are to be placed on either side of the 
open space in front of the altar of a Cathedral. There 
will be four similar units, two on either side with 


access doors from the ambulatory to the choir between 
the two side units. The program calls for the design of 
only one of these units. 

It must be built of wood, and will be entirely inde- 
pendent in construction and design from the Cathedral 
itself, being intended merely to fill a designated space; 
the wood construction may be enriched by inlay, gilt, or 
color, in any material suited for use with cabinet work. 
The Cathedral is being built by a church, which, while 
it is Protestant, is opposed to sects and dogmas, and the 
designers are, therefore, allowed complete freedom in 
their inspiration :—Personages, stories and legends of 
the Bible or the New Testament may be used for sub- 
jects, if the design requires sculpture or painting. 

The unit to be designed will occupy a space not 
longer than 40 feet, and its height should not be less 
than 9 feet, nor more than 12 feet above the pavement 
floor. It will consist of a row of seats with a high back 
against the wall, and a row of seats with low backs 
immediately in front of them. The seats against the 
wall are raised on a platform about 1 foot 10 inches 
from the pavement.
